The criticisms upon the military institutions 
of France both before and since the disaster of 
1870 are in the main those of sound common 
sense. They are judiciously interspersed with 
an element of Gen. Boulanger’s personality, 
and a perusal of parts of the book leaves no 
doubt, that whether he writes it himself or 
adapts itfrom some of his military friends, 
Gen. Boulanger here made a clever move in 
produting it. Atleast he has learned from bis 
soldiering that even in politics there is 
much to be won by energy, persever- 
ance and persistence. Many politicians now 
recall what the Duo d’Aumale said about Gen. 
Boulanger about this time lust year. D’ Aumale 
asserted that should Gen. Boulanger perse- 
vere in a political career and attain the Presi- 
dency he would; as chief of the state, have 
command not only of the army, but also of 
the civil service, the diplomacy, and the na- 
tional finances, which inthe Duc d’Aumale’s 
view was necessary for the successful per- 
formance of a coup d’ Stat.

A PLAIN PROPOSITION. 

The Board of Publio Improvements, the 
body especially chosen for the purpose of 
securing the best results in public works, 
is satisfied with the price asked for sweep- 
ing the streets by machines. The Com- 
mittee on Public Improvements of the 
City Council is satisfied with this price. 
It isadmitted by the latter committee 
and in fact by all that machine work is 
not only far more effective but is far less 
costly than hand work. 

Here is a plain business proposition. It 
issimply whether the city shall obtain 
effective service by machines at moderate 
cost, or ineffective service by hand work 
at excessive cost. It is exactly the same 
as the question of choosing between a bad 
piece of goods ata high price and a fine 
piece of goods at a low price. No sensible 
man with his own interests or with the 
interests of others in his care would hesi- 
tate a moment in arriving at a decision 
on such a question. . 

And yet the City Council, with this 
proposition before it, deliberately rejects 
the method of greatest effectiveness and 
least cost in favor of the method of least 
effectivenegs and greatest cost. In excuse 
for such action a paltry objection to the 
schedule of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments is urged. The objection is simply 
ridiculous and is a thin veneering to cover 
he real reason which is manifest on its 
face. The action isa bid for labor votes 
and an attempt to. control at the ex- 
pense of the city the votes of the Fal- 
staffian army of alleged workingmen 
who are scraping off the top layer of dirt 
on the streets and raising the dust to the 
rank offense of the people. 

The whole transaction is a disgrace to 
the City Council and a bold attempt to 
manipulate public funds and public 
service for private politioal purposes. It 
deserves the condemnation and the re- 
buke at the polls of all honest men.

It is alleged that a street railway oom- 
pany in New York has discharged a large 
number of its employes for refusing to 
join a Harrison and Morton campaign 
club. If the intelligent white wage-

No free man should belong for a 
single day to any organization which 
would make him afraid to vote according 
to his own honest convictions and impulses. 
On the other hand labor organizations are 
justified in using every legitimate and 
proper means to prevent any employer 
from making political serfs of his em- 
ployes. . : 

Very few individual employers insult 
the citizenship and the institutions of 
their country by assuming that the pay- 
ment of honestly earned wages buys the 
workingman’s vote. A genuine American 
employer, bred toa proper reverence for 
American institutions and imbued with 
their spirit, would no more think of con- 
trolling votes through wages, or of rob- 
bing a citwen of his right to vote by 
threatening him with proscription and 
starvation on acoount of his politics, than 
he would of re-establishing chattel slavery 
by law. 

But corporations are fast becoming the 
largest employers of labor in this country 
under legislation greatly favoring their 
growth, and nobody needs to be told that 
stockholders, directors and managers of a 
corporation will do for it what they would 
be ashamed to do for themselves. The 
corporation is not a morally accountable 
being and has no vote of itsown. It 
makes its political influence felt by con- 
trolling the votes of others, and every 
State in this Union should provide by law 
for the revocation of the charter of every 
corporation that attacks the purity and 
freedom of the ballot box by controlling,

PAINTERS’ APPRENTICES. 


A Trade Which the Journeymen Advise the 
Rising Generation to Avoid. 


From the Chicago News. 

don't believe that you will find a painter 
in the city of Chicago who would willingly see 
his boy learn the trade, said David Norris. 
In fact, I doubt if there are any painters’ 
sons learning it; the trade is recruited almost 
wholly from the outside. 

„And why!“ 

„In the first place there is no sort of skilled 
labor—of really highly skilled labor—which is 


so poorly paid, and in the next it is the un- 
healthiest business that a man can follow ex- 
cept, may be, the making of white lead, and 
that, you know they Bay, ig next door to sul - 
cide. Take Chicago, for example. We are 
now getting, according to the statements that 
are made in the News, from 20 to 8 cents an 
hour, and I'll tell you there’s more that are 
getting 20 than are getting 80 or 25 either, for 
that matter.

SOME RARE AND COSTLY RELICS OF THE 
POSTAL SERVICE. 


The Recent Annual Convention of Stamp 
Collectors Held in Boston — Inter- 
esting Specimens of Stamps Exhibited 
—The Values of Very Rare 
Articles — Collections Worth Small 
Fortunes—An Expensive Hobby—An En- 
tertaining Article About American 


HE third annual conven- 
tion of the American Phi- 
latelic. Association was 
recently held in Boston. 
This association includes 
all the prominent collec- 
tors of stamps in the 
country, or philatelists, 
as they are professionally 
called, and now has over 

8 _— six hundred members. 
Its membership is drawn from all parts of the 
country, from Canada, and it has also corre- 
sponding members in Europe and other coun- 
tries. The first convention was held at New 
York in 1886, and the second annual conven- 
tion at Chicago in 1887. An interesting exhi- 
bition of rare and curious stamps was given 
at the hall, to which the public was admitted.

He 
thought a letter of aceeptance should be 
something that would make men better. He 
hoped that when the surprise attendant upon 
the sudden information relative to his nomi- 
nation, which, as he might truly say, came 
like a clap of thunder from a clear sky—when 
this surprise should wear away he hoped to 
erect a brief letter of acceptance which, 
though cruderand far more rugged than my 
own, would lay hold upona man’s better 
pature, and, unless the seat gave way, lift 
bim uptoa higherand better life.

In this tour Isaw something that really 
startied and appalled me. I found that in San 
Francisco there are women and young girls 
who are slaves. They are purehased tn China 
by men who make a specialty of this trade,and 
are shipved to Frisco to other Chinese, who 
purchase them there. These women are com- 
pelled to live a life of shame as Slaves, and 
they have no protection whatever from the 
police, unless they voluntarily make a com- 

laint. In that case, of course, the police free 

hem and give them the protection they de- 
mand, but the authorities never interfere in 
these cases unless they have been applied to 
for help. On this question I gathered some 
statistics that may be of interest. These 
women and girls, lam told, are kidnaped in 
China, imported to this country, sold in the 
secret slave markets of San Francisco and 
doomed to a slavery which passes description. 
The giris are sold and are employed as bond 
servants in Chinese families. There are 
1,800 women and 2 — of whom probably a 
hundred are bound-footed women, and are 
the wives of merchants and rich men. From 
600 to 700 are married according to the Chinese 
custom, and the others are members of the 
harems, I could so call them, of the rich 
Chinese. Then there are probably about 800 
slave girls and women who are forced intoa 
life of shame and misery. It is altogether too 
bad. Ofthe wives of the rich men I will speak 
later on when I take you over the other route.

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TOUCH ON A KEY. 


HOW THE FIREWORKS OF THE FALL OF 
POMPEII ARE SET OFF. 


Electrical Centrivances That Simplify the 
Finale of the Great Spectacie—A R- 
porter’s View of the City’s Destruction 
From Behind the Scenes—Expicding 
Rockets and Bombs—Where the Picces 
Come From and How They Are Muade— 
The Mechanique of the Disaster. 


HOUSANDS of people 
have asked: ‘‘How do 
they touch off the fre- 
works at Kensington 
Gardens? It is always 
a surprise to see a ‘‘set 
piece’’ out in the mid- 
dle of the lake suddenly 
blase and burn, when 
no one is close to light 
it and no fame comes 
near it. The natural 
answer to the question 
is, of course, By 
electricity,’’ but that stops far short of an ex- 
planation ot the mysteries that are concealed 
behind the burning mountain. The manipu- 
lation of the scenery and the fireworks, in- 
credible as it may seem, is conducted by two 
menonly. Onestands by akey-board with 
which all the electric wires are connected, and 
by a simple touch lights all the pieces that are 
fired by electricity. The other sends off the 
rockets and bombs. 

The electrical system is composed of a num- 
ber of circuits, sixteen in all. The pieces that 
are to be fired at the same time are connected 
oh the same, and one touch of the key sets 
them all ablaze. Those which are independent 
have independent wires, but all of the circuits 
connect with the keyboard which is situated 


The Tey - board. 
behind the Temple of Isis, before which is the 
altar where the last act in the drama occurs, 
as the eruption of the mountain begins. The 
keyboard is a fiat piece of mahogany, 
with a circle of brass knobs, like 
brass head-nails, in the center, and 
in the middle of the circle is a switch or lever, 
which may be moved at will to any of the 
knobs. ‘The wires are conducted from the 
different parts of the grounds to this key- 
board and con neot underneath with the knobs. 
When the operator wishes to explodéa cer- 
tain piece, he places the switeh on the knob to 
which the wire of that ciroult is attached, and 
the electric circult is then perfect. A moye- 
ment of the lever of the battery drives the 
electricity through the wire, sets fire to the 
fuse, which is attached to the piece, and in a 
moment it is burning. A ool] battery is used 
in firing.

everywhere you will find tourists, and they 
never seem to tire of talking about the wonder 
ful scenery of the Rocky Mountains. Many 
have gone up into the Yellowstone, and on to 
Oregon and the great Northwest, and thence 
on to Alaska. The steamers can hardly ac- 
commodate the travel to Alaska, for that 
country is no longer considered out of the 
world, and the trip is a most delightful one. 
Some en route to California take in Salt Lake 
Olty, either over the Denver & Rio Grande 
or Union Pacific Railways, where the Mormon 
Temple, the great Salt Lake and any 
points of interest iu the city of the saints, 
are attractions that well repay the visit. 

Still others take a more southerly course 
over the Santa Fe, which affords an oppor- 
tunity of seeing the ruins of nations that have 
no history but dismantled cities, or the Pueblo 
Indians of New Mexico, descendants of those 
who opposed the Spanish invaders a céentury 
before the landing of the Pilgrim Fathers.

The trip from Denver to Salt Lake is a won- 
derful journey.

"Tis Nine Hundred Years Since. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette, July 26. 

To-morrow more than one bundred million 
Russians will celebrate the 900th anniversary 
of the conversion of their ancestors to Chris- 


tianity.- and civilization, and do honor.to the 
memory of St. Vladimir, the Prince or Grand 
Duke who was mainly instrumental in 
reclaming them from paganism. in most 
Western countries the commemoration 
of a peaceful revolution of this 
kind—for it was effected entirely 
without bloodshed—would assume the 
form of a religious rather than a political or 
national festival. In Eastern countries, how- 
ever, religion and politics are the woof and 
warp of one texture, and they have been so 
closely interwoven at all periods of Oriental 
history that it would be absolutely impossible 
to separate them, and no easy matter to 
where the one begins and the other ends. An 
in this respect, among others, R em- 
— my an Eastern nation, whose earliest 
jterary monument is a fragment of a Bible 
transiation, whose most cherished traditions 
are of the emaciating fasts, the innumerable 
genufiexions, and the other self-inflicted tor- 
ments of austere monks and self-denyin 
anchorites, and whose greatest men asp 

to be nullities on earth and saints in heaven. 

Oarlyle was never tired of repeating that the 
gospel of Jean Jacques Rousseau and of his 
numerous followers, whose names are in- 
scribed in large letters in the history of the 
French Revolution, was a poor, e leas doc- 
trine and very unwholesome spiritual food for 
those who nourished their souls therewith; 
and there are many, no doubt, who, with a 
certain show of reason, will say the same of 
that form of Coristianity which St. Vjadimir 
imposed upon his subjects. But those who are 
80 ready to cast stones are not always the peo- 
ple who look the most carefully to the mate- 
rials of which their own dwellings are con- 
structed, and many of them belo to that 
class of men who, as Colton said, will wrangle 
for religion, write for it, ight for it, die for it, 
anything but live for it. St. dimir was, in 
the fullest sense of the term, aman of his 
time, as muen as Ignatius — 2 and he suc- 
ceeded in rendering his soul as foul as an 
Augean stable before he turned on the stream 
of Christianity by which he noped to wash 
away the accumulated guilt of years. 

St. Viadimir, Prince of Kiev, might with 
truth have pleaded Fug to most ot the crimes 
known and practiced in his day, and in most 
respects he beat the record. Polygamy, it is 
true, was not even a piccadillo in those rude 
times; but Brigham Youngand his most zeal- 
ous disciples would turn os to hear of the 
heroic virtues of St. Vladimir practiced in this 
direction. Solomon alone of earthly princes 
ecli him. Once converted, however, bis 
reformation was thorough and lasting. It 
may be reasonably doubted whether his 
preparation for baptism was of a kind 
which would meet the approbation of a 
devout Roman Oatholic or commend itself 
to a sober Angelican of our own times.
